“ The  Only  Gift  Is 

a  Portion  of  Thyself  ” 


During  our  years  at  Windsor  High  School,  each 
of  us  has.  at  one  time  or  another,  observed  the 
venerable  figure  of  Mr.  Daniel  Howard.  While 
most  of  us  are  aware  of  Mr.  Howard’s  more 
notable  accomplishments,  we  have  actually  known 
but  a  minute  segment  of  his  distinguished  life  in 
his  daily  visits  to  WHS. 

Born  in  1864,  when  the  Civil  War  was  still 
raging  in  this  country.  Mr.  Howard  has  led  a  life 
of  purposeful  activity.  He  acquired  a  high  school 
education  almost  solely  through  his  own  efforts. 
These  self-endeavors  eventually  gained  him 
acceptance  into  Brown  University,  from  which  he 
graduated  in  1893,  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 

Widely  known  and  respected  as  a  lecturer, 
writer,  and  civic  leader.  Mr.  Howard  is  best  known 
to  Windsor  residents  as  an  educator  and  historian. 
For  twenty-four  years,  he  served  as  Windsor's  first 
full  time  Superintendent  of  Schools,  during  which 
time  he  was  a  delegate  to  the  Federation  of 
Education  Association"  in  Geneva,  sponsored  by 
the  League  of  Nations.  Since  his  retirement  in 
1934,  Mr.  Howard  has  held  the  title  of 
Superintendent  Emeritus. 

As  an  historian.  Mr.  Howard  has  made 
numerous  contributions  to  his  society.  A  former 
president  of  the  Windsor  Historical  Society,  he  has 
written  four  books,  two  dealing  with  the  History  of 
Windsor  and  two  with  United  States  history,  and 
has  frequently  contributed  articles  to  newspapers 
and  magazines. 


Remarkably,  Mr.  Howard's  graduation  from 
Brown  did  not  mark  the  termination  of  his 
education;  rather,  it  marked  a  point  of  starting 
anew.  Seizing  the  opportunity  to  learn  from  each 
new  experience  —  and  his  experiences  have  been 
many  —  Mr.  Howard  has  become  one  of  the  most 
learned  men  of  our  time.  Even  in  the  later  years  of 
his  life,  he  has  taken  an  active  interest  in  world 
affairs.  In  August,  1959,  Mr.  Howard  travelled 
abroad,  spending  two  weeks  in  Russia  to  observe 
the  education  of  Soviet  youth  and  to  study  the 
Russian  mode  of  living.  At  the  age  of  ninety-four 
he  was  believed  to  be  the  oldest  American  ever  to 
have  visited  the  Soviet  Union  in  any  capacity,  and 
his  knowledge  of  the  Russian  language,  one  of  the 
many  languages  with  which  he  is  familiar,  added 
much  to  the  value  of  his  trip.  His  presence  in  the 
Soviet  Union  prompted  the  Moscow  News  to 
comment,  “Among  the  many  tourists  from  the 
U.S.A.  now  in  Moscow,  one  cannot  help  but 
notice  an  energetic  old  man  who,  in  spite  of  his  94 
years,  came  all  the  way  from  the  United  States  to 
see  something  of  our  country.” 

Nor  can  we,  in  Windsor,  help  noticing  this 
“teacher  of  children,  leader  of  teachers.”  As  we, 
the  Class  of  1966.  dedicate  this  book  to  Mr.  Daniel 
Howard,  we  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  fine  example 
and  high  ideals  with  which  he  has  inspired  us.

Math  Department 

With  the  continual  advances  and  victories  of  science 
comes  an  increase  in  the  complexity  of  our  world.  There¬ 
fore,  a  means  of  understanding  and  working  with  these 
technological  implements  and  scientific  break-throughs 
must  be  developed  and  improved.
